Asserting that actuarial studies 
looking toward a- basis for proposed 
government crop insurance were pro- 
gressing satisfactorily, Tolley intimat- 
ed that fire risk insurance on straw 
crops approaching the harvest stage 
might be among the liabilities cov- 
ered, 

He said it definitely had been de- 
cided that crop loss benefits under the 
insurance plan would be made on the 
*“‘hushel per acre’ damage rather than 
on price loss.

They are still hailing the agreement as a first step toward a revival 

of world markets, toward a world economic conferehce and ultimate 

world currency stabilization, but are refraining from estimati how 

many more steps will be required. As a matter of fact, all realize pri- 

vately the objectives are far beyond the horizon of their realistic vision, 
at present. 

No one wants to be realistic out loud at a time of rejoicing. It is 
enough that three nations can get together in accord these days on any- 
thing. But, at the same time, business, financial and peace workers 
should know that the official and unofficial authorities agree that the 
hope for world economic peace is much greater than the chance for it.

PROMISES or example, Treasury Secretary Morgenthau has an- 

nounced the French voluntarily suggested during the 
course of negotiations that they intended to take up the question of 
quota restrictions on imports. This sounded as if the barriers to trade 
with France were about to be opened. 

Mr. Morgenthau neglected to mention the fact that France has 
always said the same thing and that there is a trick in it. Her position 
has always been that she would one day revise her quota basis and at 
the same time revise her tariff rate. That’s the rub. There will be no 
need for quotas when her currency is adjusted, but there will be a 
need for tariffs and she will revise her rates promptly in accordance with 
the best protective traditions. The result, therefore, will be just about 
the same in the end, as far as our foreign trade with France is concerned. 

There will be one marked difference. American tourist travel will 
be resumed. It was very low during the period of distorted currency 
relations. The devalued franc will enable American tourists to get almost 
one-third more for their money. It means American women also will 
buy more French gowns, perfume and luxuries. 

This, however, does not mean re-establishment of world trade or 
anything approximating it. 


DEFICIENCIES To measure the impossibility of world stabilization 

and the futility of thinking about an economic con- 
ference, you need only consult a monetary expert, be he Republican, 
Democrat or Lemkistic. 

First, there is the triplicate question of Germany, Italy and Japan. 
They cannot stabilize. They haven’t anything to stabilize on. Their 
financial position is so uncertain, and their currency basis so weak, that 
they cannot safely discuss the matter in public. Furthermore, many an 
expert wonders whether they will ever be in a supportable international 
monetary position if they continue to waste what resources they have on 
armament and on unprofitable conquests over Ethiopia, which bring no 
return. 

Their currency is simply in no position to be adjusted even 
Lemke’s, and a few miracles will be required to improve it. 

As far as the big thfee powers are concerned, England and the United 
States will probably want to wait until the franc has found a natural 
level before broaching the subject of real stabilization between them. 
This will require six months or a year or more. 

In the meantime, no one Should consider the gentlemen’s agreement 
as anything more than an evidence of good feeling, a promise among the 
three nations to do what they should do anyway without a promise, a 
sensible helpful working arrangement to meet a temporary condition.

An Inca bridge (after Squier) 
In crossing wide rivers, they often 
used “balsas.”” These were boats of 
a sort; we might cal] them  “raft- 
boats.” Balsa is the lightest known 
wood, and comes from balsa or “cork- | 
wood” trees growing in tropical parts | 
of South America. The Incas fas- | 
tened logs together to make their 
balsas, and an early Spanish’ ex- 
plorer declared that masts and sails | 
were used on them. Indians in many 
parts of North and South America| 
huilt canoes and other kinds of boats, 
but the Incas seem to have been the | 
only ones who used the power of the) 
wind to sail across water. On Lake 
Titicaca today, we may see natives 
using balsas. |

bridges. We might call them “hang- 
ing bridges,” for they had no solid 
beneath them—each end 
hung from stonework alongside the 
canyon. Some of them had great ca- 
bles a foot or more thick, made by 
twisting together branches of a kind 
of willow tree and tough fibers. of 
Dozens of bridges 
in Peru today are pointed out to 
travelers as “Inca bridges,” dating 
back 400 years or more.

As may be seen, North and South 
arrived at a precarious contract, hav- 
ing only one spade stopper. between 
them, and that in the face of West's 
warning overcall. The blame was on 
the shoulders of both. North’s imme- 
diate raise was highly questionable 
and South’s two no-trump bid gave a 
false impression of a double spade 
stopper. Nevertheless, through an ex- 
tremely fortunate set of circum- 
stances and the invaluable co-opera- 
tion of West, the contract was brought 
home. 

West opened the jack of spades, and 
declarer’s ace took East’s queen. A 
small diamond was led to dummys 
10, West playing low, and the jack of 
diamonds was returned. West saw no 
reason to defer the play of his ace, 
therefore, took in the trick and, by 
so doing, threw his defense out of the 
window. It is too bad that West did 
not take the trouble to reason out cer- 
tain possibilities. Certainly he shou!d 
have seen that the one chance of run- 
ning off the spade suit depended on 
tw separate factors: First, that the 
king was"in East's hand, and, second, 
that he be given the opportunity fo 
unblock. In only one way could this 
latter process be accomplished, and 
that was if he were to be given the 
opportunity to discard. The simple 
hold-up of the diamond ace until the 
third round would have afforded this 
chance. 

Since declarer had no play for the 
contract without clearign the diamond 
suit, this hold-up would have made 
this enormous difference of three 
tricks.
